Washington, July 17.—Bituminous 
coal mine operators were invited by 
President Haffing at the white house 
today to “return to your mine prop- 
erties and resume operations,” after 
they had replied to the president’s 
tender of arbitration for eettling the 
national coal strike with a collective 
offer to put their properties and their 
service at the disposal of the govern- 
ment “in this crisis.” Speaking as 
chairman of the group of operators 
after the white house conference, Al- 
fred M. Ogle said the employers would 
make the attempt to resume opera: 
tions, 

Meanwhile the miners union, 
through an adjournment since die of 
its controlling policy committee, made 
certain its refusal to accept the arbi- 
tration proposal, and many of its of- 
ficials immediately left Washington. 
The bituminous operators were like- 
wise not a unit in accepting the gov- 
ernment arbitration proposals, but the 
president said that a “large majority” 
of them, by unqualified acceptance 


Hammer Killing Case. 


Los Angeles, July 17.—While the 


coroner’s jury was making the inves- 
tigation Monday of the death of 
pretty 20-year-old Alberta Meadows, 
which resulted in a verdict of “pre- 
meditated murder” against Mrs. Clara 
Phillips, a former actress, Fred Tre- 
maine, father of Mrs. Meadows, was 
blaming ‘‘damned gossipers” for the 
hideous crime. 

Mrs. Phillips is alleged to have 
beaten Mrs. Meadows, a widow and a 
bookkeeper in a bank here, to death 
with a hammer last Wednesday after 
accusing her of intimacy with her 
husband. 

“If it hadn’t been for these damned 
gossipers who spread the most vile 
and untrue scandal about my daugh- 
ter and Mr. Phillips, Alberta would 
be alive today,” Tremaine repeated

May Use U. S. Troops. 

There were intimations in official 
circles that all the implications of the 
decisions to ask thet the mines be 
opened had been fully considered by 
the government, and that there was a 
possibility that the protection of troops 
and the American flag would be fur- 
nished in district where men were will- 
ing to work, failing sufficient local 
safeguarding.

A day and a night of almost con- 
tinuous sessions did not suffice to 
make the bituminous employers a unit 
for acceptance of the arbitration pro- 
posals of the government, even though 
anthracite operators last week had 
given quick acceptance. On a final 
vote, a general letter, accepting the 
principle of arbitration and making 
{he tender of mines and services, was 
agreed upon and presented to the 
president. 

In their letter to the president, the 
operators said: 

Letter to President. 

“We have given most careful and 
thorough consideration to the propos- 
als submitted by you on July 10, sup- 
plemented by your statement of July 
15 and we are uot only in entire ac- 
cord with your plan to establish a 
general tribunal to inquire into all 
the facts in our industry and make 
recommendations for the solution of 

ur fundamental problem, but we urge 
that such a plan be put into effect 
by you. 

“We also wish to remind you that 
we have already proposed the broad 
principle of arbitration in our previ- 
ous conferences with the oficials of 
the administration, and with the rep- 
resentatives of the miners. We still 
stand on that broad principle and are 
in entire accord with you in that re- 
spect. 

“We did bave in mind, discussing 
with you certain recommendations as 
to the machinery to make an arbitra- 
tion plan effective and to accom- 
plish the result which the country 
and you yourself desire. 
| Answer By Districts. 

“In view of the contingencies that 
‘confront us and the varying condi- 
tions in the different coai producing 
districts of the country, our confer- 


ence has decided to auswer your pro- 
posal by. districts, rather than as a 
whole, and we hereto attach state- 
ments of the position taken by the 
several districts represented in the 
conferences of operatwrs ussembled at 
your request in Washington.

The injury early Sunday morning 
of Police Officer J. T. Fisher’ by J. 
A. Earl, proprietor of the Candler 
hotel, 110 Ivy street, who is charged 
by the officer with resisting arrest 
and assaulting him, took another turn 
Monday when former United States 
District Attorney Hooper Alexander 
made public a formal statement in 
which he criticises not only Officer 
Fisher, but the entire police system. 

Attorney Alexander. who declared 
he was not Earl's lawyer but was act- 
ing merely in the capacity of a 
citizen and a friend, charged in his 
formal statement that Officer Fisher 
was drinking and forced a way into 
Earl’s bedroom without warrant or 
cause, fired a pistol at Earl and would 
have killed him had not the latter 
grasped the barrel, because Earl 
attempted to telephone the police sta- 
tion that the officer was intoxicated 
and annoying him. 

“It isn’t the outrage of this sort 
of thing that gives occasion for the 
deepest indignation,” he declared. 
“Such things have ‘become common. 
But it is enough to stir public resent- 
ment to the depths and alarm the 
public that in such circumstances the 
city police and al] the powers of the 
city should be exerted for the further 
prosecution of a perfectly law-abid- 
ing, well-behaved citizen.’ 

“The thing agitating the police,” 
he continued, “is not what shall be 
done to the officer, but how they can 
defend the officer and ‘get’ Earl. The 
latter must be wondering what sort of 
a story will be concocted in order to 


vindicate the assailant. It is an out- 
rage of the sort that ought to arouse 
public demand.” 

Mr. Alexander declares flatly that 
Earl is not in such a position that 
he can look for justice either from 
the recorder or the police commission, 
and adds that “I shall await with in- 
terest to see just what the chief and 
the commission are going to do about 
it.’ 

“Let it be remembered,’ he ap- 
peals, “that there was not the slight- 
est pretense of any yomplaing against

HORNE THREATENS 
DRASTIC METHODS 
TO FORCE DIPPING 


Federal Officer Declares 
Law Will Be Enforced 
as Long as It Remains 
on Statute Books. 


VATS DYNAMITED 
SUNDAY IN LANIER 


Lowndes Anti-Dippers 
Also Ignore Order to 
Drive Cattle to Dasher, 
and Force Is Planned. 


Valdosta, Ga., July 17.—(Special.) 
Declaring that as long as the cattle 
dipping law remains on ‘the books it 
will be enforced, and that every rea- 


'sonable means having been exhausted, 


more drastic methods will be employ- 
ed, Dr. Sim J. Horne, federal tick 
eradication officer, left Valdosta to- 
day for Atlanta. 

And, almost anticipating Dr. 
Horne’s ultimatum and seemingly a 
challenging defi, a vat was blown Sun- 
day noon in Lanier on the Valdosta- 
Milltown road. An order to drive cat- 
tle to the Dasher dip also has been 
ignored. 

An investigation of the Sunday dy- 
namiting 1n Lanier, it is said, showed 
no trace of a raid. In matter of the 
refusal to take cattle to the Dasher 
vat, arrangements have been made to 
assemble a sufficient force to make the 
cattle and dip them anyway. 

May Concentrate Guards. 

“County, state and federal govern- 
ments cannot afford to guard all the 
dipping vats in Lowndes courty,” de- 
clares Dr. Horne, “but one vat, at 
least, can be properly guarded at a 
reasonable cost, and this will be done. 
All cattle will be driven to that vat 
and dipped. There will be no inter- 
ruption to the dipping program in 
Lowndes county.” 

Dr. Horne stated that following the 
dynamiting of vats in Lowndes Thurs- 
day night, all cattle owners who had 
been using the Hutchinson vat, which 
was destroyed, were ordered to drive 
cattle to Dasher vat and dip. This is 
the order that was ignored and which 
caused arrangements to be made to 
have a sufficient force of men get 
the cattle and dip them regardless. Re- 
ports indicate dipping is being carried 
on without trouble today. 

Four Wrecked in Lanier. 

It is reported that in addition to 
the 16 vats blown in Lowndes county 
Thursday night, four were destroyed 
in Lanier Sunday making 20 in the two 
counties. Also it is understooj Lown- 
des county will not be asked to re- 
build vats but that one or two vats 
will be maintained and _ properly 
guarded. All dipping will be doge 
at these vats. Dr. Horne stared that 
plans for complete control of «ituation 


wonld be announced this week. 

Sum and Frank Staten of Echols 
county, were arraigned today before 
United States Commissioner Perry in 
Valdosta on federal warrants cbharg- 
ing them of shipping cattle across 
state line into Florida in violation of 
federal quarantine laws.

ATLANTA $75,000! 


Cody Will Be Sent to 
Convention—St. John’s 
Check Accepted—New 
School Sites Approved. 


By a vote of 16 to 8, city council 
Monday afternoon decided to refer the 
matter of utilizing a 10-acre tract on 
the north end of Grant park as a 
site for a girls’ senior high school, 
back to the board of education and 
school committee of the bond com- 
mission, requesting that they seek per- 
mission of the L. P. Grant heirs for 
the erection of the building on the 
park property. 

Decision of councoil to defer ac- 
tion on the park site followed a 
number of talks from both aldermen 
and councilmen, who were for and 
against the resolution offered by 
Council J. R. Murphy, during which 
considerable oratory on both sides was 
dispensed. More than two hours were 
required to bring the matter to a 
vote. 

J. L. Mayson, city attorney, held 
that the park property in its present 
state could not be condemned by the 
city for any use other than park pur- 
poses. Mr. Mayson outlined a tech- 
nical way in which the 10-acre tract 


might be legally utilized for a school 
site. Before condemnation proceedings 


could be legally executed against the 

property, the city attorney stated, the 

title would have to be restored to the 

Grant heirs and then the city could 

institute condemnation proceedings. 
Might Cost $75,000. 

In carrying out this arrangement, 
Mr. Mayson asserted, the city would 
be liable for the appraised valuation 
of the site which would aggregate

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50 STRIKEBREAKERS 
DRIVEN FROM CITY, 


Seven Injured in Serious 
Clashes—Hardwick Ex- 
pected to Issue Martial 
Law Proclamation Today 


Acting in response to an appeal 
from Sheriff H. J. Sweat, of Ware 
county, for troops to quell serious 
railroad strike disorders which broke 
out at Waycross Monday afternoon, 
Governor Hardwick Monday night 1s- 
sued orders authorizing the state mili- 
tia to proceed to the scene of the 
trouble and take charge. 

Adjutant-General J. Van Holt Nash, 
commander of the state troops en- 
camped at St. Simons island, near 
Brunswick, immediately established 
communication with Ware county au- 
thorities, who decided that the situa- 
tion was not at that time sufficiently 
serious to warrant placing troops in 
charge, 

The adjutant-general accordingly de. 
cided, he stated over long distance tel- 
ephone to The Constitution, to wait 
until Tuesday morning to ascertain 
if further developments would necesi- 
tate a troop movement. Meanwhile 
his forces were held in readiness for 
instant transfer to the scene of the 
disorders. 

Many Clashes Monday. 

Reports from Waycross reaching 
The Constitution Monday night were 


to the effect that fifteen or twenty, 


clashes had broken out between atrik- 
ers and railway ¢mployees during the 
course of the day. Six or seven men 
were badly beaten by gangs of men 
who rode about the streets in automo- 
biles, while 50 strike-breakers were 
reported to have been driven out of 
the city. Railroad shops, it was ad- 
ded, were being heavily guarded. 

The militia is now on its annual 
encampment at St. Simons island. 
Over long distance telephone Governor 
Hardwick instructed General Nash 
to keep in close touch with the,situa- 
tion and hold himself in readiness 
to dispatch a body of sufficient troops 
to restore and maintain order. 

Attack Strike-breakers. 

In his appeal for aid, Sheriff Sweat 
Stated in his message to Governor 
Hardwick that strike sympathizers 
and employees had clashed and that 
the situation was beyond control of 
the local authorities, The governor 
acted at once, 

The trouble is said to have started 
at an early hour Monday afternoon 
when two shop foremen attempted to 
bring two strike-breakers into the 
railroad shops. They were raid to 
have been attacked while in the act 
of repairing an engine and badly 
beaten. 

A number of disorders followed, it: 
is stated, in which alleged strike- 
breakers were either run out of town 
or beaten. 

Waycross dispatches to The Consti- 
tution reported that a Dr. Stewart, of 
Bristol, was attacked at Satilla bridge 
on his way to Waycross.

Six Months More? 


Should the senate move along no 
faster with the remainder of the bill 
than which has already been dealt 
with, five or six months, in the least, 
will be needed to pass it, if there 
is a majority found in favor of it in 
the end. It is thought that the con- 
ference between members of the house 
and senate to arrive at some agree- 
ment will take a month. 

Congress set out in January, 1921, 
to write a new tariff bill; more than 
18 months have passed with the méas- 
ure still the unfinished business of the 
senate.

During approximately 15 months 
the bill was in the course of prepara- 
tion in the ways and means commit- 
tee of the house and the senate fi- 
nance committee.

Finally Reported. 

On January 6, 1921, after long 
months of secret hearings, the ways 
and means committee opened public 
hearings, but closed them on Februs 
ary 16. The bill was finally reported 
to the house six months after the 
hearings commenced, or on July 6. 

Debate in the house opened on July 
7, and under a special rule the bill 
was passed July 21, 1921. Sent to 
the senate next day, the bill was 
referred to the finance committee, 
which, after hearings for a_ period, 
reported it on April 11, 1922—eight 
months and three weeks after it had 
been received from the house. Sen- 
ate discussion began on April 20 and 
has continued for almost. three 
months. 

The senate finance committee prac- 
tically rewrote the tariff bill and in- 
stead of fixing the proposed duties 
on the basis of American valuution, 
as used in the house, the old plan of 
computing duties according to for 
eign valuation, was reverted to. Other 
radical changes were also made. Kec- 
procity features of the house bill were 
altered and authority to revise nates 
and make them more flexible was 
granted the president. Permission was 
granted for goods to be reappraised | 
upon complaint, and in a large number 
of cases the duties were raised beyond 
the house figure. 

These factors with the results that 


neceasarily follow have been taken into 


eareful consideration by members of 
the senate who realize any hope of 
an early passage is futile. Yet with 
the campaigns approaching nearer 
each day, they realize the importance 
of being on the ground at the time. 
It is seen by observers of the pos- 
sibility of a convenient situation to 
arise—that under the increasing de- 
flection of republican members over 
the high schedules and radical provis- 
ions, disgruntled senators may prevail 
upon administration leaders to commit 
to tariff bill to the committee for re- 
vision.

COTTON SCHEDULES 
BEFORE SENATE. 

Washington, July 17.—The senate 
moved slowly today with the admin- 
istration tariff bill, becoming involved 
in several lengthy controversies over 
rates in the cotton schedules. Sena- 
tor Lenroot, republican, Wisconsin, 
continued his fight against the duties 
proposed but was unsuccessful in his 
efforts to have the committee rates 
cut down. 

Discussing the additional duty of 
12 per cent ad valorem on fancy woven 
cloth, which finally was approved 34 
to 23, Senator Lenroot stated and Sen- 
ator Smoot, of Utah, in charge of the 
cotton schedule for the finance com- 
mittee majority, conceded, that this 
amendment as originally reported by 
the committee “word for word” as 
proposed by former Senator Henry 
F. Lippitt, a cotton goods manufac- 
turer of Providence, R. I. 

Senator Lenroot moved to reduce 
the 12 per cent additional duty to 5 
per cent. but his amendment was re- 
jected 33 to 24. 

Two democrats, Broussard and 
Kendrick, opposed the amendment. 
Three republicans, Borah, Capper and 
Lenroot, voted against the 12 per 
cent duty and Broussard and Ken- 
drick supported it. 

With the adoption of a committee 
proviso that the total duties on cot- 
ton cloths of any kind should not ex- 
ceed 45 per cent ad valorem, the sen- 
ate completed consideration of amend- 
ments to the cloth section of the cot- 
ton schedules. It then got into a 
sharp controversy over a compensa”- 
tory duty of 10 cents a pound pro- 
posed on long staple cotton in yarns 
finer than number 70 and on yarns 
of long staple cotton contained in fin- 
ished cloth, bunt this rate was ap- 
proved 32 to 22.

The measure was offered as a con- 
stitutional amendment and was re 
ferred to the committee on constitu- 
tional amendments, which will give it 
early consideration. 

A bill is in course of preparation 
by a special committee of the secate 
to impose a speciai tax levy on luxu- 
ries, such as opera, moving pictures, 
soft drinks and perfumeries. 

Three bills were passed by the sen- 
ate, which was in session but little 
more than an hour Monday. 

Makes Bond Easier. 

One was a bill by Senator Thomas, 
of the third, which provides that “it 
shall be the right of every person con- 
victed of a crime in this state, wherein 
his sentence is for a less term than 
12 years in the penitenitary and in 
which case a motion for a new ‘rial 
shall have been filed as provided by 
law, that the judge of the trial court 
shall immediately assess a supersedeas 
bond, the amount to be determined by 
the presiding judge, which right im- 
mediately upon the filing of such mo- 
tion for a new trial, is vested in the 
person convicted of said offense, with- 
out having to wait for the hearing of 
said motion or for the signing or fil- 
ing of a bill of exceptions in such 
case,” 

The second was a bill by Senator 
Collum, of the thirteenth, providing 
for the establishment of at least one 
consolidated public school in each 
Georgia county and setting aside $100,- 
UUU each year for maintenance of such 
institutions, 

The third was a bill by Senatur Go- 
lucke, of the ninetenth, to amend see- 
tion 4381 of the civil code by extend- 
ing the time limit for renewing suits 
in certain cases for six months. 

Senator Thomas, of the third, in- 
troduced a bill designed to break up 
the practice among municipal and 
county court oficers of advising de- 
fendants to plead guilty. His meas- 
ure makes it a misdemeanor for of- 
ficers or attaches to give advice of 
this nature to prisoners in their cus- 
tody. 

Auto License Plan. 

Senator Wall, of the fifth, was the 
author of a proposed amendment to 
the Georgia motor vehicle law, which 
provides that the owner of any motor 
vehicle, who has made application to 
the secretary of state for his license 
and who produces a postoffice money

Vaughn Refuses Comment. 

Dr. C. J. Vaughn, chairman of the 
police commission, when read Mr, 
Alexander’s letter, said he had no 
criticism to make or comment to of- 
fer, other than to say that the evidence 
during the trial before the recorder of 
Ear! under disorderly conduct charges 
would be watched carefully.

Alexander’s Charges. 


Mr. Alexander's letter in full fole 


lows: 


“With reference to the statement In this 
morning's paper about J. A. Earl, I desire 
to say a word or two. The statement in 
the paper was evidently based on the po- 
liceman’s side of it. 

“Sunday morning about daylight, a po. 
lice officer and another man whose iden- 
tity is nut known to Mr. Earl, and probably 
not known to the police themselves, came 
to Mr. Earl’s boarding house and without 
any warrant of law, or any _ provocation 
whatever, forced their wav into bis bed- 
room, arousing him and his wife and de- 
manding to see his register. He got up and 
showed it. He says they were both drunk, 
and certainly their actions would go indi- 
cate, Then they demanded that he go up- 
stairs with them, and when Earl fled to 
a neighboring house to call the police, they 
pursued him there, the officer drawing a 
pistol. In the other house he tried to kill 
Karl with his billy, and when Earl took it 
away and struck the officer in self-de- 
fense, he drew his pistol again, and ac- 
tually fired at Earl and would have killed 
him, but for Earl's geizing the barrel of 
the pistol and turning it aside. 

‘It isn’t the outrage of this sort of thing 
that gives occasion for the deepest :indig- 
nation. Such things have become common. 
But it is enough to stir public resentment 
to the depths and alarm the public, that 
in such circumstances the city police and 
all the power of the city should be exerted 
for the further persecution of a _ perfectly 
law-abiding, well-behaved clItizen. 

“I know Earl. I have known him for 
years. He 1s a good man, and a law-abid- 
ing man. All his 4mpulses are for right do- 
ing and right thinking. It is not, and can 
not, be pretended that he had done any- 
thing wrong. There was no such charge, 
and there is none now. He is dragged out 
of bed at daylight, set upon, threatened 
and shot at, and when the officers come, 
instead of apologizing to him and locking 
uv his assailant, they drag the victim to the 
stationhouse and locked him up in filthy 
cell with a horde of criminals and hoboes, 
and keep him there ‘til his friends learn 
of his plight and come and bail him out. 
‘‘Even now, the thing agitating the po- 
lice is not what shall be done to the of- 
ficer, but how they can défend the officer 
and ‘‘get’’ Earl. And instead of his being 
where he can look with confidence for jus- 
tice from the recorder or the police e@om- 
mission, he must he wondering what sort 
of a story will be concocted in order to 
have a fine put on him so as to vindicate 
his assailant. 

“Think of it! A good man, a law-abiding 
citizen, dragged out of his bed, run out of 
his house, threatened with a billy, actually 
shot at. And instead of his assailant being 
prosecuted, he himself, put upon and des- 
perately alarmed for fear that some wunrea- 
sonable and impossible theory will be hatch- 
ed up by which the policeman can be made 
safe even at the expense of the citizen's 
name and liberty. It is an outrage of the 
sort that ought to arouse a public demand. 
It makes an unspeakable situation. 

‘“‘T shall await with some interest to see 
just what the chief and the commission ara 
going to do about it. Let it be remembered 
that there was not the slightest pretense 
of any complaint against Earl to justify 
the invasion of his bedroom, And yet be- 
eause he defended his life, he must be 
Incked up in a cell and tried like a felon, 
What a travesty on Atlanta justice.”’

Biennial Sessions. 


Within the next few days some of 
the most important bills introduced 
in the legislature at this session will 
come up for action. With the At- 
lanta charter bill coming up probably 
Tuesday morning the next big things 
on the calendar are the biennial ses- 
sion bill, the tax equalization law 
repeal bill and the income tax bill. 
Much interest is being shown by 
the members in the biennial session 
bil. and also associated bills providing 
for the extension of terms of the mem- 
bers of the house and senate and the 
governor, It is said that the adminis- 
tration forces in the two branches are 
working in support of these bills and 
that they expect to win at this session 
of the assembly. ‘The biennial ses- 
sion bill has been introduced at many 
legislative sessions but has _ never 
been passed. ‘he bill relating to the 
terms of office of the members of the 
legislature provides that they shall 
be elected for feur years instead of 
two years. 

The proposed bill providing for a 
four-year term for the governor has 
raised an interesting legal point which 
was discussed at the Ki:nball ‘house 
Monday night, some contending that 
as it 18 a constitutional amendment 
and must be ratified in the general 
election this fall, it will have no ef- 
fect on the term of the present gov- 
ernor, should he be re-elected, while 
others raise the point that it would 
effect the term of the present govern- 
or giving him four more years in- 
stead of two, should he be elected, 
and that this is one of the reasons 
why the measure was introduced. 
Income Tax Bill. 
Representative George Carswell, 
one of the administration leaders, an- 
nounced Monday night he would make 
an effort Thursday to call up the in- 
come tax bill. This bill is an admin- 
istration measure, the governor being 
one of the leaders in the movement 
to substitute the income tax either 
in whole or in part for the present 
ad valorem system. 
_It is expected that the bill repeal- 
ing the tax equalization law will 
come under discussion either Tuesday 
or Wednesday. ‘The committee on 
Ways and means has decided to re- 
turn the bill with an unfavorable re- 
port and the question to be determin- 
ed by the house will be whether or 
not this adverse report will be voted 
down and the bill placed on the calen- 
dar. If the report of the committee 
is sustained it will, in all probability 
mark the end of attempts to repeal 
the equalization law at this session. 
The temperance committee voted 
Monday to return a favorable report 
on a bill providing that persons con- 
victed in prohibition cases be forced 
to give names of persons from whom 
they purchased the liquors. Repre- 
sentative Beckham, of Dougherty, 
drew a substitute bill for the original 
bill and the committee agreed to re- 
turn this substitute to the house with 
a favorable report, Chairman Beck, 
of Carroll. announced. 

_ Definite Action Today. , 

Definite action is expected in the 
house at the Tuesday or Wednesday 
session on the emergency measure jn- 
troduced by Representative Wad, of 
Putnam, providing for sending a spe- 
cial attorney and other representatives 
of the state to Cleveland, Ohio, to 
take steps toward forcing the Sher- 
win-Williams company to abide by its 
contract with the state for the sale 
of calcium arsenate. The bill was put 
back on the calendar Monday after 
the house had reconsidered the meas- 
ure. 
Representative Wall pointed out 
that the company is shipping only 
three or four cars of calcium arsenate 
to Georgia now, although its output 
is about ten cars a day. He said 
the company is shipping the arsenate 
to other states because it can get more | 
than twice the price for the prod- 
uct in those states than it receives 
from the state of Georgia under the 
terms of the contract made by the 
state department of agricuiture. 

One of the most interesting bills in- 
troduced in the house on the cotton 
stuation is the measure introduced 
Monday by Representative Brown, of 
Emanuel, which prohibits the grow- 
ing of cotton in 1924 and every year 
thereafter. The bill is directed against 
the boll weevil but has no chance to 
pass, according to statements of house 
leaders.

A delegation consisting of 15 opera- 
tors took the message to the white 
house and after their visit a state- 
ment explaining the procedure was 
given as well as the text of the presi- 
dent’s response. 

White House Statement. 

The white house statement which 
preceded a transcript of the presi- 
dent’s remarks to the operators fol- 
lows: 

“At 5 o’clock this afternoon the 
coal operators made an extended ver- 
bal and written report to the presi- 
dent. All of them subscribed broadly 
to the proposals to arbitrate. 

“The majority of the districts rep- 
resented in the conference accepted 
the president’s proposal uncondition- 
ally. 

“A minority of the districts joined 
in the conference in subscribing to the 


general principles of arbitration and 
collective bargaining.” 

President Harding’s statement to 
the operators was as follows: 


Harding’s Reply. 


“Gentlemen : 

“I have your decision. 1 would not 
‘pe frank if I did not confess a dis- 
appointment of your lack of unanim- 
ity. To the large majority of you 
who have pledged readiness to resume 
activity under the government’s pro- 
posal, [ must express my own and 
the public’s gratitude. , 

“We have not reached a point, ow- 
ing to the refusal of mine workers and 
the minority of your operators to ac- 
cept the proposed arbitration where 
the good offices of the government in 
seeking a voluntary adjustment of the 
dispute between mine operators and 
mine workers are without avail. 

“Tt eannot permit you to depart 
without reminding you that coal 
is a national necessity, the ample sup- 
ply of which is essential likewise to 
common welfare and interstate com 
merce. 

“The freedom of action on the “art 
of workers and on the part of em- 
ployers does not measure In independ- 
ence with that of public welfare anil 
national security. I, therefore, invite 
you to retiirn to your mine properties 
and resume operations.” 

Indiana Opposc- 

In the district actions referrel to 
the delegat2s of employers from the 
associations in Illinois. the south- 
west, all territory represented west 
of the Mississippi and the Pittsburg 
vein operators, and other associations 
of Ohio, voted for acceptance of the 
president's arbitration _yilan. 

Indiana state associations stood 
out against the plan, on the ground 
that no arbitration,commésssion should 
have representation of partisans on it, 
either miners or mine operators.

Without Reservation. 

“We accept your proposal of July 
10, without reservation and qualifi- 
cation,” the letter continued. “While 
making this unreserved acceptance, 
we think that we should point out... 
some of our difficulties in accept- 
ance. 

One difficulty, it was explained, 
was the breaking down of old machin- 
ery for “making wage scales based on 
the central competitive field.” 

Another mentioned was the proposal 
that during arbitration the old union 
wage be continued, this scale being 
classed as “far above the wage levels 
of the country, and far above our 
competitors in the non-union fields.” 

However, it was added that “we 
and the public at large could afford 
to make this sacrifice in your effort 
to secure the return of the men to 
work, even though it did lean entirely 
to the side of the miners rather than 
to that of equity and general publie 
interest,” 

Welcome Inquiry. 

The operators would “welcome an

All indications seem to fore- 
shadow a complete collapse of the 
G. O. P. high tariff program; and 
the Fordney-McCumber bill, if en- 
acted at all, will in all probability 
be so mild and so “tame” in its 
provisions as to be scarcely recog- 
nizable by its friends, especially 
by the privileged interests whose 
wishes it was originally designed 
to meet. 

“The republican tariff bill,” says 
a United News staff correspond: 
ent at Washington, “is being so 
emasculated by amendments, com- 
promises and modifications that it 
promises to have only a ‘Volstead 
kick’ when finally passed by the 
senate’—which means a “kick” of 
only “one-half of one per cent,” or 
less. 

In its original form it was ad- 
mittedly the most extreme ‘““pro- 
tectionist’” measure ever drawn, 
outranking by far even the noto- 
rious Payne-Aldrich bill—so Vex- 
treme, in fact, and so obviously de-|. 
signed as a citadel of privilege 
that even self-respecting repub- 
licans and republican newspapers 
in all parts of the country gagged 
at it and have rebelled against its 
enactment. 

Indeed, the most significant cir- 
sumstance in connection with the 
evidently impending collapse of 
the “old guard” tariff program is 
that it is being brought about, not 
as a result of division on party 
lines, but by the attitude of repub- 
licans themselves who are joining 
forces with the democratic minor- 
ity to save the masses of the peo. 
ple from the oppression of such a 
law as this bill contemplates. 

As a last desperate effort to in- 
sure passage of the bill, thus to 
measurably redeem their pre-elec-

ruary. 

It seems hardly possible that so 
many of our good citizens who re- 
sponded with such generosity to 
the appeal that was made in be- 
half of these five worthy organiza- 
tions during the city’s first com- 
munity-chest campaign could now 
prove to be either disinterested or 
disregardful of their obligations— 
obligations made, no-doubt, in the 
best of faith, and banked on by 
the beneficiaries. 

Surely if they would look into 
the work that is being carried on 
in the name of humanity by those 
agencies, and which is so vital to 
the welfare of Atlanta, they would 
not neglect to pay their pledges 
promptly when due. 

It is reported that the organiza- 
tions sharing the proceeds from 
the “Five-Way Opportunity” move.

IVY, OAK AND {SUMMER POISON-

Poison ivy is a vine or 
shrub having leaves which are ¢ al- 
ways divided into three leaflets. re) 
of the leaflets are opposite and have 
short stalks, and the third or middle 
leaflet bas a longer stalk. The uader 
surface of the leaflets has a velvety 


covering of fine hairs. The margins’ 


of the leaflets are less notched than 
the common five leaflet leaves of the 
harmless Virginia creeper which 
many mistake for poison ivy; a rather 
typical feature of the poison ivy 
leaf is the tendency of the leaflets 
to be more deeply notched on one side. 

Poison oak ig more common on fhe 

Pacific coast and in the far west. This 
shrub has leaflets arranged precisely 
like poison ivy leaflets, but poison oak 
leaflets are similar to oak leaves in 
shape. Poison oak bushes sometimes 
attain a height of five feet. Another 
variety of poison oak is common in 
the east, having the same three leaflet 
feature but the leaflets resemble the 
leaves of scrub oak. 
« Poison sumac (in some places called 
poison elder, poison ash, poison dog- 
wood) is a small tree growing in 
swamps, with smooth gray bark and 
leaves 8 or 10 inches long, hav- 
ing a slender stalk on which the sep- 
arate leaflets are arranged in oppos- 
Unlike the common fra- 
grant or harmless sumacs, poison 
sumac bears white or yellowish fruit, 
whereas the common harmless sumac 
bears red fruit. 

All of these poisonous plants are of 
the Rhus family. 
sonous principle of all is an oil called 
toxicodendrol and an infinitely small 
quantity of toxicodendrol will go a 
long way to spoil an otherwise happy 
summer!

One susceptible to poisoning by any 
of these Rhus plants and contemplat- 
ing an excursion in rhustic territory 
may immunize himself against the 
poisoning by taking internally the— 
well, a colleague who, I regret to say, 
is of the homeopathic leaning, as- 
sures me it is practically the third 
dilution or potency of the drug, rhus 
tox, as used by adherents of _ that 
faith. I greatly fear my brother is 
right, but of course, it would never 
do for me to come right out__flat 
with any such admission, for there 
may be a few allopathie doctors li¢- 
ing somewhere, for all I know. At 
any rate laymen and healers are for- 
ever speaking of “allopathic’”’ doctors 
as though something of the kind oc- 
curs somewhere. ‘The third dilution 
may be all right, I am not compe- 
tent to give assurance about that, but 
here is the formula which is sug- 
gested by Dr. J. F. Schamberg for 
immunization: 

Tincture of Rhus toxicodendron (or 
whatever other species of the Rhus 
family you may be sensitive to,) 15 

rops. 

Aleohol, 75 drops. 

Syrup of orange, enough to make 
three ounces. . 

(The tincture should be a 10 per 
cent tincture of the fresh leaf of the 
plant, prepared by a pharmacist.) 

Directions: Take a dose three times 
daily, after meals, in about a wine- 
glassful of water. Begin with two 
drops, and increase by two drops 
every dose until you are taking 18 
drops, thén take just one teaspoonful 
once a day — eating, til! the supply 
is used up. is well to keep some 
on hand and take a teaspoonful once

doubt the third dilution or potency of 


rhus tox. would be equally effective 
against sensitivity to poison ivy. 

A treatment for the dermatitis or 
skin inflammation which seems to be 
curative in a day or two consists in 
hypodermic injections of a very di- 
lute extract of the plant—one or two 
doses usually relieving the itching and 
burning completely.

Chasing Lice. 

Kindly give your advice about 
cleansing the hair of lice.—J. B. 

Answer—I didn’t know they had 
hair. But maybe you want to rid the 
scalp of compuny. ‘The best way I 
know is soaking the hair with kero- 
sene for two hours (avoiding fire and 
flame, of course,) then a shampoo. 


To remove nits, (which are the eggs 


and adhere to the shafts of the hairs 
near the scalp) draw strands of hair 
through a soft cloth wet each time 
with hot vinegar. Repeat all this 
daily or until no more lice or nits 
are found.

War No Longer 
Able to Impair 
Communication 


= + 

The technique of war and its effect 
on international rejations will be 
considerably modified as the result of 
the advance in radio communication, 
as the past war sketchily indicated. 

Hitherto one effective means of 
isolating “an enemy, and frequently 
the neutral countries about it, was 
by the simple expedient of cutting the 
cables. In the past war this was 
done so thoronghly that the Central 
Powers were all but shut off, and 
éven Holland and the Scandinavian 
powers were forced to rely on their 
limited wireless equipment. 


The former country suffered partic- 
ularly, because of loss of contact with 
her colonial possessions, and found 


‘means of keeping in touch with them 


only by extensive use of the radio; 
as a result she is even yet engaged 
in a vast radio construction pro- 
gram which, if followed by _ the 
otfer countries. will reduce consider- 
ably the effect of cable-cutting in 
the future. 

Holland's problem was particularly 
difficult, because her thickly grouped 
population made it almost impossible 
to find the 750 clear acres of ground 


necessary to erect a_ station large 
enough to cover the 7.000 miles sepa- 
rating her from her rich Oriental em- 
pire. Such a spot was finally found 
in the region that the winds had re- 
duced to sandy waste. To utilize 
this place, Kootwijk, it was necessary 
to level it and remove 35,000,000 cubic 
feet of sand: six steel towers each 
693 feet high were erected, and the 
electric power necessary was carried 
over a surface high tension 
twenty-five miles. But Holland, 
when her station is completed, will 
have. a communication system that 
will ke it impossible for her own

“DEATH, LET ME IN!” 
Text: “Thanks be to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our 
Lord, Jesus Christ.” 1 Cor. 15:57. 
Not long ago I heard a great genius, 
a genius in emotion, in sympathetic 
realization, in feeling and in artistic

The singer herself ig a mother who 
has been bereaved of her children, 
and, although with all the moderation 
of perfect art, she yet so sang that in 
the mastered agony of her tones one 
could see the mothers in ancient Beth- 
lehem flinging their arms wildly to 


| heaven, clutching their hands te their 
empty bosoms, and tearing out hand- 
fuls of their hair, as they, in frensy, 
wail over the multilated forms of their 
babies. 

Despairing of life, the mother seeks 
admission to the gates of death, 
tbrough which her little one has gone. 

How piteous is her plea, as with 
futile, frail hands, she beats upon 
that silent door, through which no 
sound ever passes, crying, “Death!

And, to this moment, the matchless 
voice of this mother-artist rings in my 
heart like the ery of desolated mother- 
hood in all ages and in all the world 
in her wailing plea to go to her chil- 
dren.—“Death!

That the women of Georgia, cen- 
tering on certain legislation which 
they consider most imminently neces- 
sary for the publie welfare or espe- 
cially for the interest of women and 
children, know why they want these 
things and are most logical in their 
arguments for it, is plainly indicated 
in such expression as the following 
from Mrs. Orren W. Massey, of Ma- 
son, president, Dixie Highway auxil- 
iarvy of Bibb county. Mrs. Massey's 
article is one of a series being run 
in the woman’s department, daily and 
Sunday Constitution. 

She says: 

“The people of Georgia do not un- 
derstand the 875,000,000 bond issue. 


“If they would stop, look and lis- 
ten they would find that this is one 
time when capital will pay all the 
freight and labor will do nothing but 
profit by it. 

“Capital realizes that they are al- 
ready paying the freight on a more 
expensive plan than an organized plan 
would be. 

Money Diverted. 

“The automobile owners are already 
paving their license tax, which money 
is used for the maintenance of the 
roads of Georgia. The automobile 
owners are already paying their gas 
tax, which money is diverted from 
the roads where it belongs to the West- 
ern and Aflantie railroad.

The term “period style” in furni- 
ture means the different styles or 
types used at certain definite his- 
torical periods and _ called by the 
names of those periods or else by the 
name of eminent furniture designers 
and makers who created or influenced 
the furniture styles of their day. Thus, 
we speak of Stuart or Jacobean furni- 
ture, meaning the furniture made in 
England and America during the 


reigns of James I. and Charles I. and 
the period of the commonwealth under 
Cromwell; that is to say, the type of 
furniture made from 1603 to 1660. 
Likewise we speak of Queen Anne 
furniture to uesignate the type made 
during Queen Anne’s reign. Again, we 
speak of Chippendale furniture or 
Sheraton furniture to indicate the 
particular type designed by Chippen- 
dale or Sheraton. 

The types of “period furniture” 
chiefly reproduced nowadays are those 
made in England and America from 
the time of James I. to about 1830; 
those made in France from the time 
of Louis XVI, to the time of Na- 
poleon, and those made in Italy at the 
period of the renaissance. 

Besides the numerous period types 
reproduced, there are many adapta- 
tions based upon one or more of the 
historical types. Some of these 
adaptations are admirable, while oth- 
ers are indifferent in style.

Of course you can prepare red cab- 
bage in any of the ways in which 
white cabbage is prepared. But here 
are some methods of preparing it 
which are usual among red-cabbage 
lovers. 

Pickled Red Cabbage. 

Slice it into a colander, sprinkle 
each layer with salt; let it drain 2 
days, then put into a jar, pour boil- 
ing Vinegar enough to cover, put in 
a few slices of red beet-root. Choose 
purple red cabbage. Those who like 
flavor of spice will boil it with the 
vinegar. Cauliflower cut in bunches, 
and thrown in after being saltéd, will 
look red and beautiful. 

Red Vegetable Salad. 

One pint’ of cold boiled potatoes, 
one pint of cold boiled beets, one 
pint of uncooked red cabbage. six 
tablespoonfuls of oil, eight of red vin- 
egar (that in which beets have heen 
pickled), two teaspoonfuls have been 
cooked in salted water), half a tea- 
spoonful of pepper. Cut the potatoes 
in thin slices and the beets fine, and 
slice the cabbage as thin as possible. 
Mix all the ingredients. Let stand 
in a cold place one hour; then serve. 
| Red cabbage and celery may be used 
together. 


Red Cabbage. 

Select two small, solid heads of 
hard red cabbage; divide them in 
halves trom crown to stem; lay the 
split side down, and cut downwards 
in thin slices. ‘The cabbage will then 
be in arrow strips or shreds. Put 
into a saucepan a tablespoonful of 
clean dripping, butter, or any fat; 
when fat is hot, put in cabbage, a 
teaspoonful of salt, three tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar (if the latter is very 
strong. use but two), and one onion, 
in which three or four cloves have 
been stuck, buried in the middle; 
boil two hours and a half; if it be- 
comes too dry and is-in danger of 
scorching, add a very little water. 


Yellowed White Goods. , 

When linens or white goods have 
turned yellow, put a few drops of tur- 
pentine into the rinsing water and lay 
them on the grass in the strong suns 
shine. 

Fruit Stains. 

Cover the fruit stains on your table 
linens with a paste of salt and lem- 
on juice and place them in the sun 
to bleach. Wet the paste with mor@ 
lemon juice from time to time. Wash 
out in clear water. 


Care of Silk Stockings. 

If silk stockings are washed out 
after each time they are worn they 
will last much longer. It is the 
perspiration that causes the forma- 
tion of holes, and rinsing them out 
eliminates that source of trouble be- 
fore it has a chance to get in its work.

Lamb fat makes excellent shorten- 
ing for ginger snaps.

Gigantic Liquor 
Plot Uncovered 
In Chicago City

Chicago, July 17.—A special federal] 
grand jury here Monday heard details 
of what federal officials declare is the 
most gigantic whisky plot revealed 
since it first became necessary to plot 
to get whisky. 

The jury was called to hear evi- 
dence against Harry" W. Mager, for- 
mer collector of internal revenue here, | 


and Benjamin Mitchell, a former mem- 
ber of the Illinois legislature, who are 
charged with doing very well for them- 
selves in turning the’ eighteenth 
amendment into a source of personal 
revenue in dolkars, 

Later, several prominent citizens, 
others newly rich but not so promi- 
nent, a few police officers, minor fed- 
eral officials, chain drug store pro- 
prietors and some of the city’s best 
beloved bhootleggerrs will also be the 
subjects of hearings, according to 
Colonel FE. A. Earnshaw, chief of the 
revenue bureau's special intelligence 
unit.

Before he gets through, Earnshaw 
claims, the grand jury will have in- 
vestigated the changing hands of &2.- 
000,000 more in connection with the 
big combination of bootleggers and 
grafting officials and citizens. 

One piece of evidence against Mager

CORK CITY SUFFERS 
UNDER REBEL FIST 


Belfast, July 17.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Reports reaching bere 
today represent the city of Cork as 
suffering grievously at the hands of 
the republican insurgent forces, who 
are said to be jn absolute control. 
the houses and property of Protest- 

The port of Cork has been closed, 
it is said, ships net veing allowed to 
enter or leave, business premises have 
been seized and their contents appro- 
priated for the republican troops, 
many of whom are billeted with civil- 
ian inhabitants and several thousand 
people are out of work. 

Moreover there has been an out- 
break of robbery and destruction, ac- 
cording to refugees arriving here, who 
have been interviewed by reporters 
These 
refugees are quoted as saying the 
trouble in Cork began about the time 
of the attack on the Four Courts in 
Dublin and was initiated by crowds of 
young men from the country districts 
who entered the city and started an 
orgy of looting and wanton destruc- 
tion, devoting particular attention to 
the housese and property of Protest- 
ants, 

They were soon joined by many 
young citizens and the state of the 
Protestant inhabitants became deplor- 
able. Nobody dared to interfere in 
their behalf and it is said by the 
refugees that they lived in a state of 
constant terror. 

After the fall of the Four Courts, 
the irregulars became more aggressive 
and patrolled the streets of Cork in 
armored cars, suppressing all public 
expressions of opinion in favor of the 
Free State. ‘The Free State forces 
in the city, being overwhelmingly out- 
numbered, did not oppose them and 


but otherwise, say the refugees, almost 
every evil consequence of military dom- 
ination was experienced.

“ Proclamation ”’ 
On Rail Strike 


Washington, July 17.—The Amer- 
ican. Federation of Labor made public 
tonight a “proclamation” in the form 
of a resolution adopted by its execu- 
tive council purpoting to set forth 
“important truths in connection with 
the strike of the railroad shop trains 
workers,” 

Copies were sent to all national and 
international unions, all central labor 
bodies, throughout the United States. 

The proclamation denied that the 
workers were “engaged in conflict 
against the government” asserting 
that they had “ceased work because 
the railroad iabor board has made an 
award in response to a plea by the 
railroads, putting into effect terms 
and conditions of employment 
which the workere’are unable to ac- 
cept.” 

“The stoppage of work can be ended 
at any moment through joint negoita- 
tions,” the resolution continued “and 
there is nothing to prevent the rail- 
roads from adopting this course at 
any moment.” 

Alleging that the railroad control 
is vested in “a comparatively small 
group of the New York banks,” the 
resolution ascribed the recent cuts in 
wages of railroad workers to a desire 
on the part of railroad executives to 
“cover the cost of waste, extravagance 
and high financing.” 


CLYDE HAYNES DEE 
OF PARALYTG STROKE 


Clyde Haynes, 52, died Monday 
shortly before midnight at his resi- 
dence, 70 East Baker street, after a 
long illness.

Morrison, today instructé@d Adjutant- 
General Metts to order g@ company of 
soldiers to Rockingham,’ one company 
to Wilson, one company to Kaleigh 
and the Durham mucbine gun coi- 
pany to report at Durbawm, the soldiers 
tv be beld in readiness at these points 
for possible duty in connection with 
strike of railway shopmen at points 
in this state. 

“If order is not restored in a very 
short time, I shall order General 
Metts to put sufficient military forces 
in the town of Rocky Mount to re- 
store order, uphold the law, and pro- 
tect life and property,” declared Gov- 
ernor Morrison in a statement this 
afternoon. The governor said he 
would order the troops out now, but 
for the fact that an injunction had 
been issued restraining strikers from 
interfering with the operation of 
trains on the Atlantic Coast Line 
railway and that he felt marshals and 
other United States police forces 
could handle the situation. 

“There are disorders elsewhere in 
the state incident to this strike,” said 
the governor. “They must cease, re- 
gardless of the reason uffered for such 
lawless conditions. I shall use every 
power the state possesses to restwre 
order and to keep the peace every- 
where in the state. I waru those who 
are engaged in this lawlessness and 
threats of lawlessness that they can 
not prevail against organized society, 
and that if they do not at once come 
to order and conduct their cause with 
argument rather than with menace 
and violence, I shall throw all the mil- 
itary power of this state against them 
without further delay.” 

The troops are now in annual en- 
campment at Morehead City and will 
entrain for the cities designated im- 
mediately, General Metts said. 

The troops to be sent to Rocking- 
ham would probably be used at Ham- 
let, a few miles away; those at Wil- 
son, at Rocky Mount and the soldiers 
at Raleigh and Durham would be used 
wherever they were needed, it was 
stated at the governor's office.

DIES AT OPELIKA
